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War among the English Secularist 
Chiefs. 

D. Conway's Letter to the Ciuclnattl 
Commercial. 



I lately wrote of the trouble which 
had befallen the Secularist ranks 
through the arrest of their bookseller 
and publisher, Mr. Charles Watts, on 
the charge of selling a medical work, 
"Fruits of Philosophy," written in the 
last generation by the American Dr. 
Knowles. Mr. Watts, against the ve- 
hement protest of Mr. Bradlaugh and 
other Malthusian reformers, determin- 
«d that tho book was not legally 
defensible; pleaded that it lately came 
into his bauds along with another 
publication of tho Secularists and Frae- 
thinkers, and he sold it without scru- 
tiny, but he had now destroyed tho 
plates. Tuis plea and previous good 
character led to the Recorder sparing 
him imprisonment. Yet the result is 
uncomfortable. Mr. Watts, a poor 
man.is saddled with at least £200 costs, 
and he is under recognizance to come 
•up for judgment whenever called npon 
by the Court. The evil of tbis is.tuat 
if the Court were to dislike any of Mr. 
Watts' publications, however moral, 
or hia theology, they need not bo at 
no pains to try him for such offense 
against their (it might be) mere creed. 
But would only have to sentence him 
for thti old admitted offense. Mr. 
Bradlaugh is indignant at Mr. Watts' 
course, regarding it as a stigma upon 
the honour of the Freethinkers who for 
, a generation have been circulating the 
work in question, aud as a surrender 
of the freedom of tho press. He at 
once dismissed Mr. Watts from tho po- 
rtion of sub-editor of the National Reform- 
er, withdrew from his book establishments 
all the publications over which he (lirad- 
liiugh) had any control, ami the result is 
• Tery serious quarrel, which may reBiilt 
in an extensive split in the Secular ranks. 
Mr. Watts has purchased frum Mr. Hol- 
yoke the The Secular Review, and last 
Sunday's number contained hi* introduc- 
tory, and also a statement that £135 tiad 
been contributed to his relief. But tho 
•end of it is not yet. Mr. Bradlaugh, Mrs. 
Besant and otberd huvo formed a new 
"i'reothought Publishing Company" in 
Stonecutter street, aud they have deter- 
mined that freedom of the press has suf- 
fered a blow which can only bo healed by 
thoir fighting tho battle which Charles 
Watts declined, i am informed by Mrs, 
Besant that they will publish Dr.Knowles' 
''Fruit of Philosophy," at tho close of 
March, verbatim; they will defend their 
right to disouHS honestly the question of 
population, and to publish popular medi- 
cal works or social works not issued for 
an immoral purpose, aud will go to prison 
rather than concedo that right. I under- 
stand that Dr. Drysdale and other emin- 
ent medical authorities are prepared to 
testify to the utility and bona fide charac- 
ter of tho book, und that very prominent 
authorities will bo cited to show that over 
population is a vabt ovil in Eugland, Mr. 
Bradlaugh being an able lawyer, will 
plead the case hiaisolf and will justify his 
publication on the ground that in Mr. 
Watts' case tho book was not tried nor 
decided UDonj and alno that other works 
now widely sold aro involved. There is 
one book, entitled '-Elements of Social 
Philosophy," whoso author still preserves 
his anonymymy, which has a very wido 
circulation, having been translated into 
gtveral European languages. This work, 
among others, will pretty cortaiuly bo 
indiotod, unless Bradlaugh can win his 
case. But tho Btako is heavy. Failure, 
■which is only too probable since Watts' 
i'nrrender and Holyoke's sanction of tho 
surrender, is likely to be followed by tho 
imprisonment of both Bradlaugh and Mrs. 
Besant for a torm raging between three 
months and two years. What effect this 
might have upon tho now fair political 
prospects of Bradlaugh at Northampton 
ft is impossible to say. Malthusians will 
regard him as a martyr, but thoy aro 
mostly cultivated persons residing in 
London. Tho anti-Bradlaugbitos will 
denounce him as a man imprisoned for 
selling obsoeno literature.

""TBDEToNDON TIMES^AND T THE ~~~ 
RAILWAY. 



Some days ago there was published 
here an extract from an article in the 
London "Times" of the 10th ult., in 
which the question of Canadian finan- 
ces and the overland railway were dealt 
with. The promoting cause of the 
article was tho Budget Spcoch of the 
Canadian Minister of Finance— a 
singularly able and exhaustive effort, 
in which were discussed with great 
perspecuity and fairness the financial 
obligations of the country. We give 
the article in full to-day , and it will be 
found that the "Times" seizes the op- 
portunity afforded by the speech of 
complimenting Mr. Cartwright and, 
iuferentially, the present Canadian 
Government on tho prudent and care- 
ful manner in which the finances of 
the Dominion have been dealt with 
since the Mackenzie Government came 
into office, and applauding their policy 
of "putting on the brakes" in respect 
to tho construction of a transconti- 
nental railway. When it is remem- 
bered that the "Times" has been a 
strong and steadfast advocato of British 
Columbia's side of tho dispute with 
Canada, and that last summer it de- 
nounced the Canadian Government 
for its breach of faith with this Pro- 
vince, the article before us is signifi- 
cant of a change in public sentiment in 
England respecting the "immediate" 
construction of the great national work. 
"Minds change with the times," is an 
old and true saying. When tho terms 
of union between British Columbia aud 
Canada were framed six or seven years 
ago Canadian finances were iu a nour- 
ishing condition. The world had not 
then entered on that period of doproo 
sion which has since proved so disas- 
trous to many promising enterprises. 
Money was plentiful and of detain- 
ment on the most uncertain securities. 
English capitalists who had lent Tur- 
key £198,000,000, were not regarded 
as likely to refuse £25,000,000 to an 
ambitious British Province that was 
anxious to carry out a scheme for the 
construction of a railway through its 
vast territory. The money requir- 
ed had but to be asked for 
to be had; and Sir John Macdon- 
ald felt confident that the resources of 
the country would not be strained by 
the construction of the railway within 
ten years from tue date of union. 
More improbable schemes had been 
placed and successfully lloated on a 
market where money went a-begging 
at 2£ per cent, per annum. Foreign 
railways and enterprises of a most ex- 
traordinary character had found aid 
and comfort on the Tinniinn Sinpu- Hv- 
change; and it was felt that when one 
of Great Britain's most vigorous off- 
springs unfolded a great schemo of in- 
ternal improvement that tho project 
would at least meet with the same favor 
that had been extended to foreign 
nations whose hold on existence 
was at best precarious. The 
ill success that mot Sir Hugh Allan's 
attempt to lloat the Canadian Pacific 
Railway stouk was the first intimation 
Canada received of the difficulties that 
stood in the way of the realization of 
her aspirations, but those difficulties 
were not appreciated by the "Times" 
and others of the London press. When 
British Columbia forwarded her first 
complaint against Canada to the Colo- 
nial Office, the London press, with 
scarce an exception, warmly espoused 
our cause. When the failure of Can- 
ada to carry out the Carnarvon Terms 
sent tho Province again to the foot of 
the Throre, and Earl Dufferin came 
west, the London "Standard" called 
him Mackenzie's "broker," and the 
"Times" said tho attempt of Canada 
to avoid tho construction of tho Island 
railway was "shubhy." Now the last- 
named journal is found ox tolling the 
policy of the Cauadians and advising 
them, to let British Columbia go 
rather than assume an obligation they 
are in no condition to fulfil. Tho 
"Times," of course, speaks of immedi- 
ate construction. That point wa3 long 
since conceded by British Columbians. 
All acknowledge that, iu the present 
depressed stale of trade, Canada is not 
in a condition to build tho overland 
railway within tho time-limit prescrib- 
ed in the original compact. But no ono 
speaks of abandonment of tho great 
work; and wo are quite suro that no 
one h«ro would consent to remain in 
the union were tho alternative of the 
abandonment of tho railway scheme 
or secession presonted. Nor do wo 
bolieve that the Canadian Government 
entertain tho idea of abandoning tho 
railwav. Thoy know that communica- 
tion with tho Pacific is us essential to 
national existenco aa their political 
alliance with Great Britain; and al- 
though we now know that tho main 
lino will not be completed in less tlmn 
fifteen years.aud that a "money-equiv- 
alent" must sooner or later bo accept- 
ed in lieu of tho Island lino, theso are 
not evidences of repudiation. 

Tho Times lays stress on tho fact that 
many important public works have beon 
undorlakou by Canada that do not pay 
the cost of operation, to 6ay nothing of 
meeting the interest on tlio money ex- 
pended in their construction. But 'if Ca- 
nada's debt has been created iu tho fur- 
therance of a scheme of internal improve- 
ment, how much more consoling it is to 
know that ihe monoy was expended upon 
thosa ontorpii-oa than if tho debt bad 
been the outgrowth of a foreign war? 
Canada's aim is nnd has been to build up 
a piosperous nationality in British Nortli 
America. To effect that sho has found it 
necessary to inaugurate a policy or ox- 
Jrein* liberality in nnsiotiug ontorprisoi 



that have for their objeot tho publio ad- 
vancement. We have no reason for be- 
lieving that her polioy baa undergone a 
change. On tho contrary, there is abun- 
dant reason for believing that her policy

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, April 19. --The 'World's' 
correspondent interviewed John Kelly 
and asked if confession by Tweed was 
correct. Kelly replied, 'to the best of 
my knowledge and information it is." 
Further questions were then asked 
him. Have you seen the confession? 
To this Kelly replied, "For certain 
reasons I have some reluctanco in an- 
swering this question; but I believe in 
a matter of such paramount import- 
ance, no obstacle should be thrown 
in the way of thorough and absolute 
knowledge of exact details of tho con- 
fession which Tweed has undoubtedly 
made." Kelly further said the names 
of between 200 and 300 persons to 
whom Tweed says ho paid money for 
corrupt purposes aro given in tho con- 
fession. They embrace the names of 
prominent persona of both political 
parties in this city and State. 
Many of them wore not heretofore 
suspected of any complicity in the 
frauds. 

The 'Tribune's' Washington special 
says Senator Dorsey, who has just re- 
turned from a trip through a consider- 
able portion of tho South says he does 
not think any of the Southern Demo- 
cratic Congressmen will vote for a Re- 
publican Speaker. Some Conserva- 
tives, such as Guago and Clemons of 
Arkansas, and Carey and Young of 
Tennessee, who are very liberal in 
their ideas, have published cards to 
cnne.iliiito their constituents in which 
they say they do not intend to vote for 
a Republican Speaker. Dorsey is con- 
sequently of opinion that tho scheme 
for organizing the House in the inter- 
est of the administration will fail. 

New York, April 18. — The 'Times" 
Columbia^special says when the Re- 
publican State officers attempted to 
enter their rooms in the State House 
they found seals on the doors and con- 
stables present who wore ordered to 
arrest any one attempting to enter. 
A protest was promptly sent to Hamp- 
ton, as judicial proceedings are now 
pending to settle the business. The 
Republicans now oxcluded have a clear 
title till the 'quo warranto' case against 
them is decided. 



EUROPE. 
London, April 17. — The "Times" 
Vienna special says there are grounds 
for believing that an order exists of 
nmkiner ilio eighth article of tho treaty 
of Paris tho starting-point for fresh 
negotiations. The idea is now taken 
up by England and brought forward 
at St. Petersburg; but it seems as if 
the era of negotiation is regarded as 
closed. Sanguine people may still de- 
rive some hope from this unpromising 
attitude so ostensibly displayed; but 
Russia has all along shown her un 
wivering purposo to set aside or at 
any rate to ignoro the existence of the 
treaty of Paris; still she will not care 
to raise a discussion on the point how 
far its stipulations may bo deemed 
vaild, knowing such discussion might 
perhaps bring her in opposition with 
oue or more powers besides that of 
Turkey, 

Intelligence of the movement of 
Russia is confirmed on many sides. It 
is believed in well informed circles 
that not much time will be lost in 
crossing into Roumania. Such move- 
ment may be made simultaneously, 
perhaps before the regular declaration 
of war, so that the movement would 
have the character of a menace. This 
would be following the precedent of 
1853. 

London, April 18. — The "Times" 
Berlin special represents that Persia at 
Russia's bidding threatens the Asiatic 
frontier of Turkey. 

A dispatch says it is reported that 
the Russians are moving troops from 
Odessa to P a ti with a view to attack- 
ing Turkey oii the Asiatic side. 

A Vienna special confirms the pro- 
gramme reported by the 'Times' Paris 
correspondent, and p.dds t,hat Russia 
seems determined to avoid a real de 
claration of war. Her troops in Eu- 
rope will remain upon the defensive; 
but in Asia it is believed she will com- 
mence hostilities at the latest at tho 
end of next week. 

A telegram from Constantinople says 
the rumor is current that an engage- 
ment bus been fought in tho neighbor- 
hood of Nicsio. 

Great unxiety prevails as Russia's deci- 
sion is unknown. 

London, April 18.— A Paris correspon- 
dent states that the Mediterranean squa- 
dron of tho United States obtained tho 
requisite permission to pass through tho 
Dardanelles from tho Porta, and will im- 
mediately proceed to the Bosphorus. 

A Times dispatch from Constantinople 
cays it is rumored that tho Porto intends 
to proclaim a state of i-Qige. 

Greece is preparing in oaso of war to 
incito an insurrection in tho Greek Pro- 
vinces of Turkey and in tho island of 
Crete. 

A Paris correspondent of tho Times re- 
ports that couriors bringing tho Russian 
manifesto addressed to the army, the na- 
tion and to Europe will start simulta 
neously with tho Emperor to arrive at 
their destination at tho same timo His 
Majesty reaches Kicheneff on Monday 
On that day or tho next the Czar will 
issue his manifesto to tho armv, which 
will bo simultaneously delivered to tho 
powers, and tlio Russian charge d'uffairs 
wnl then quit Constantinople. This is the

Thin 
indicates no change in the satisfactory re- 
lations existing between England and 
Rust-ia. 

Berlin. April 20.— The correspondent 
of tho Daily News reports that Austria is 
preparing 90, 000 men who'can be mobil- 
ized in a few days. 

The Neics' correspondent at Vienna pays 
that negotiations aro still going on with a 
view to a separate under.-tauding between 
tho Porto and Russia.

The "London Times" on Canadian Fi- 
nances and the Pacifio Railway. 

There has been a remarkable growth 
in the commerce and revenue of Canada 
since the formation of theDominion;but 
the Government of the country have 
been, partly in consequence of this 
growth, exposed to a danger, common 
of late year* to many Governments. It 
brts been tempted to launch out into 
tbo construction of public works, which 
in some cases do not pay working ex- 
penses now they are completed and in 
operation; and in no case do they pay 
interest on the capital sunk in "them. 
There is scarcely a country in tbe world 
which has not suffered from the policy. 
Glowing pictures of the indirect ad- 
vantages of a lavish outlay on public 
■ works have been portrayed by men wbo 
contrive to persuade others, tbat in 
some way or other— tbey never explain 
exactly how an unproductive employ- 
ment of capital can bo productive Ex- 
amples of iliis theory abound on every 
side, und Canada htta suffered from it in 
tho west as India has in the txtremo o.tst. 
Wo mustals.i confess with regret thatEng- 
lish opinion ha? b -on exerts 1 to commit 
the Dominion more deeply to tho proso- 
cution of a policy from whicli the Ministry 
and tbe Parliament of Canada alike recoil- 
ed an unsound. There never was a sug- 
gestion less worthy of respect than that 
of tho immediate union of tho Eastern 
States of the Dominion with British Col- 
umbia by railway. Tbe ditlioultios of 
constructing tbo lino are enormous, al- 
most insuperable; tho traOlo upon it, if it, 
were completed, would not pay tbe mere 
cost of can i ige, while the muintennnc-i of* 
the permanent way would bo un annual 
burden; and it is morally certain that for 
soma months of tho year tho lino would 
bo absolutely closed. Yet tho strongest 
pressure was put upon tho Dominion of 
Canada to puisne this wild undertaking, 
and accusations of bud faith were freely 
launched against the Parliament of Ciua- 
du because they refused to sanction the 
scheme. If tho Government of Canada 
hud boon committed to it oven moro deep- 
ly thnn anyone over protended it wus— 
nay, had tbo Canadian Parliament 
it-olf formally approved it and en- 
terod into a pledge" with the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia that tho enter- 
prise should bo at once undertaken and 
completed — there would a; ill have Ixion a 
perfect justification for the Government 
und Parliament of tho Dominion coming 
forward nnd confessing that, upon rocon 
sideration, they felt thai they could not 
perform what had been promised. It 
would have been necessary in suob a chbo 
for the Dominion to have indemnified 
British Columbia against aoy loss to 
which it had been put by the "fa'lure to 
exoonto tho agreement; it would havo 
been necessary to restore Britiin Colum- 
bia to tho position to which it was bofore 
as early as could bo, with compensation 
for what was wanting in tho complete- 
ness of tho s/alus nun ante, and if this had 
beon done the fullest requirements of ihe 
strictest morality would havo been satis- 
fled. Tho case may bo illustrated by tbo 
uupposition of a man agreeing to rntor

The Lois of the West Coast Prospecting 
Party. 

Mr. Thomas Laught">n, who arrived by 
the schooner Alert from Barclay bound 
yesterday morning, says tuat Elliott, 
Purdy and Holme, the Government pros- 
pectors on the West Const, left Spring's 
station on Barclay Sound on the 2 1 ihst., 
about 11 a.m.. with the intention of visit- 
ing Cape Beale lighthouse to examine a 
prairie reported to be back of Cape Beale 
and he supposes that they could not tiud 
the entrance to the small cove on which 
the lighthouse landing i-i situated. aud got 
among tho ret-fs outside Cape Boule where 
the sea broke into the canoe and capsized 
her. The wind was from tho westward at 
the time, and a coat, some Hour, a tin 
case with chart, a box containing their 
cooking utensils, oto., were picked up at 
Cla-tas, about a mile to leeward of the 
light, by some Indians. The Indians re- 
ported to Mr. Laughton that the man left 
at the lighthouse during: tho absence of 
Mr. VVestinoresland at Victoria, says that 
on the afternoon of the 2d inst. he heard 
•boats, and on looking out could see no 
one. The relics of tho expedition will be 
brought to Victoria by Capt. Warren in 
the schooner Anna Beok.

But it involves no re- 
flection upon t:or uew "nationality" to 
say that Lord Dufferin would be ut least 
as useful to Canada herself at Washing- 
ton as he is now ut Ottawa; while bis ap- 
pointment as English Minit-ter to the 
United States would coitainly be more 
agreeable to the people of this country 
than any other which tho British Govern- 
ment could just now make,"

Afloat in the "Rocket." 

Sir Rose Price, a young English bar- 
onet, who came from England to Sau 
Francisco in H. M. S. Rocket, in 1875. 
has written a lively book on his travels 
and adventures. The Saturday Review, 
which does not speak vory highly of Sir 
Ruse's literary ability, quotes as follows 
concerning H. M. S. -Rocket, the "right 
arm" of Columbia's defence in oaso of 
a war wiih Russia: 

"Tho Rocket was a small screw steamer, 
fitted wiih a pair of twin engines, which 
hail been built for single use and a special 
object during the Crimea wur. Subse- 
quently tho authorities at the Admiralty 
had attempted to economize these engines 
by coupling them aud fitting them to a 
light class of gunboat. The results were 
thoRooketand some bister ships. Her 
extromo speed with a strong breeze astern 
seems to have been about five knots; with 
a gale ahead she drifted to leeward; her 
average rate of going was three knots; 
aud t-he was «o decidedly tho reverse of 
handy that it was noxt to impossible to 
bring her round at ad. Sir Rose Price 
tells a really amusing s'ory of an unsuc- 
cessful attempt she inude to tuke a boat 
in tow in tho estuary of the River Piute. 
By the time tho R ickot had. labored 
round, tho merchant skipper ihey meant 
to help was standing comforlably on tho 
dock of his vessel, when, iib her gdlnnt 
captain giumbled lespoctfully, ''if the 
fellow had only waited, I'd havo foioeti him 
up." Add to this tnathulf-au-hour'a can- 
nonading from her gnu would probably 
havo shaken her framework fatally, and 
we may sympathize with Sir Ruse's fer- 
vent abuse of her whon weromember that 
sho carried him all tho way from Ply- 
mouth to California, taking sixteen days 
for the passage to Madeira, and prolong- 
ing the rest of the voyage proportionate- 
ly. Latterly the provisions gave out; tho 
biscuit, and even the water, waB allow- 
anced; and we do not wonder that the 
passenger was delighted to part company 
ut Sun Francisco, instead of going to Es- 
quimau, us he hud intended. 

Cne advantage of the steaming disqua- 
lifications of the Rocket was that tho geu- 
tlemon on board had ample leisure to ex- 
amine the coast in detail; and they re- 
peatedly lunded on spotting expeditions, 
with an e\o to replenishing the larder. 
The ehiof game on the Pata^otiiun bhores 
are the guanaco and the Ostrich. The 
former were not particularly shy; and in 
many cases they may bo supposed to have 
been altogether unfumiliar with the hu- 
man form; for the rauge of the roving 
natives is limited by tlie greut scarcity of 
water. As for the ostriches, it is very 
hard to come ut them wlien the ground 
was at all unfavorable; since they noti ii-y 
made practice of Heiting sen inels, but the 
length of their nocks, eveu wben tlioy 
were lying down, enabled tlietn to com 
mand a great oxtent of country. Tho 
scenery was 'generally very grand, es- 
pecially in tho Straits of Magellan, and 
i epaid them ovon for the delays aud the 
indifferent sport."

On Thursday General Ignatie/ quit- 
ted our shores; but his departure, 
whether as the herald of peace or the 
harbinger of war— and indeed the 
whole Eastern Ques ion— wus forgot- 
ten iu comparison with the great Ber- 
esford trial. There was a possibility 
that a live Lord might actually be sent 
to prison, and this possibility monopo- 
lized public utteutiou to the exclusion 
of meaner topics. Lord Marcus Beres- 
ford is the younger brother of the 
present Marquis of Wateiford. Ce- 
lebrity of the kind enjoyed by the late 
Marquis is so short lived that probably 
you may novor have heard of his fume. 
But some thirty years ago, when Lord 
Marcus wus in his hotyouth, the town 
rung with his wild doings and mud 
exploits. He was the last of the degen- 
erate successors of tho "Bloods," 
"Coriuthians," and "Mohawks" of a 
more reckless age; and even whon I 
first knew London, as a boy, traditions 
were still current of how the Marquis 
had fought with constables, lit bonfires 
in the middle of the Haymarkot, and 
filled the gutters with gin, and commit- 
ted any number of reckless follies 
equally exaggerated. Iu his latter 
years the Marquis sobered down, be- 
came an active and popular landlord, 
and exhausted his energies in the hard- 
est of hard riding. After having risked 
his life day after day for years in the 
hunting field, the wild Lord was killed 
by a fall from his horse while trotting 
on the high road, and died leaving well 
nigb all his estates for life to his widow 
who is still alive. The consequence is 
that his nephew, the present Mrrquis, 
is a poor man for his position, and tho 
younger brothers still more so. The 
Beresfords have, so far, kept true to 
the traditions of this reckless race. The 
present Marquis, while still a very 
young man. eloped with a lady old 
enough to be his mother, and the 
younger brothers have been mixed up 
in rows and fracas enough to have 
satisfied any ordiuaiy family. Lord 
Marcus, a young geniiemuu of eight 
und twenty, who wus still the other day 
a lieuteiiuuut iu the Hussars, has, in 
vulgar parlance, outrun the constable. 
For some time he has been over head 
und eais in debt, aud for his sins ruis- 
ed a loan of £1,001) iu order to pay 
o.-ses ou the turf. The mouey was 
raised through afirmof money-lending 
uttoruies, Messrs. Tidy & Co., who, us 
usuul, had no money of their own, but 
knew a purty in tue city who had. 
Equally of course, Lord Marcus did 
not meet his bill, and had to renew it 
at ruinous rates. Finally there was a 
quarrel after Lord Marcus had been 
sucked dry. An execution was put in- 
to his house, contrary, as ho aBsertod, 
to a pledge given him that proceedings 
should be stopped on payment of a £50 
note. He accused Messrs. Tidy of 
g Virnlrun th«ir word, and tbe sol- 
icitors retorted by calling him a liar. 
Thereupon Lord Marcus went to the 
lawyers' office, got admission under a 
feigned name, and gave Mr. Tidy a 
souud thrashing. Of course he was in 
the wrong, but popular feeling was in 
his favour, The great public hates 
money-lenders, and hns a weakness for 
wild young lords. Lord Marcus had 
little or no defence, and the assistant 
judge at the Middlesex Assizes was 
against him. But the magistrates as a 
budy were on his side, and the public 
felt that any man who kicked a money- 
lender was in the right. So the jury 
threw out tho count of au aggravated 
assault, and convicted Lord Marcus 
solely of a common assault, tho heav- 
iest penalty for which is a fine. The 
fine inflicted was £10, which with 
costs, would amount to some £500; and 
as the defendant is notoriously insol- 
vent, the judge ordered him to be im- 
prisoned till the fine was paid. Butthe 
lay magistrates would not hear of such 
n slight to tbo brother of a Marquis, 
and became bail themselves for the 
payment of the fine, and Lord Marcus 
as carried ofTiu triumph. M.oial: If 
you wish to commit an assault in Eng- 
land, be a Lord if you can, and in any 
case assault a usurer.— Correspondent 
Toronto "Globe." 



Mr. Cosoiiavh, tho irate suitor who re- 
venged himself for defeat by thiowingau 
eg« at Vice-ChanceU,or Midins, and who 
at the same time had a pistol suspicious- 
ly soorctod ubout his person, still remains 
in Ilolloway Gaol, and will continue there 
for the present. Ho wished to obtain his 
release by apologising for his conduct; 
but us, since" his incarceration, he had 
threatened further vengeance on getting 
out of prison, tho Vice Chancellor thinks 
it better he should remain in prison for 
the present. The prisoner may, upon the 
whole, congratulate himsplf upon tho le- 
nient punishment the law ullows tbe 
Judge to inllict iu suob a ease. It is on 
record, as wo lerrn from tho Times, that 
■omo two hundred years ago, a man, for 
insubing a witness iu Court, was oon- 
demne't to imprisonment for life, forfei- 
ture of his goods, and to have his right 
cut off at the "Standard in Cheapo." And 
this, bo it remembered, was for asvault 
iiig a witness merely— not the more awful 
offence ' f throwing au egg ut the satnod 
person of a Vice Chancellor. In 1631, 
again, a prisoner who hud just been con 
deinnod for felony, unwisely showed his 
want of appreciation of tho justice done 
him by throwing a brickbat ut tho Judg 
It d id not hit tbo mark, but tho unwary 
prisoner ha t i right baud amputated on 
thu spot and nailed to tho gibbet on 
which, in a few minut -a afterward*, he 
himself was hanged, It wus all done in 
proeenco of tho Court.

A New Military Invention. 

A Berlin correspondent writeo: — I 
had an opportunity the other dav of 
examining General Berdan's new "dis- 
tance-calculator, or in military lan- 
guage, "Range-finder," which is mak- 
ing such a sensation here in military 
circles. When closed up ready for 
moving it looks like a sort of primitive 
chariot, mounted on two large light 
wheels and drawn by one horse. Tho 
men ride upon the comfortable seat, 
the driver aud operator, and for the 
latter, so simple is the instrument that 
no special training is necoaanry, how- 
ever desirable it may be that he should 
also understand the principles of trig- 
onometrical science. When a range 
of any point is to be taken, before°a 
battery begins to play, for instance, or 
u regiment to fire, the horse is slioped 
out of the shafts und the body of the 
"chariot" turned completely on its 
axle. The frame, on which is built the 
seat, then serves as a firm and steady 
support of tho instrument. The body 
of tho box is reveuled as a box or case 
one metre wide, nearly two long, and 
about a foot deep; and when its two 
opposite ends are thrown open, the 
instrument is ready for use. This con- 
sists, loosely described, of two parallel 
telescopes about one and a 
half metres long, and very powerful, 
affixed to a framo which swings on a 
common pivot. The sight ends are 
just one metro apart, and this is, of 
course, tho base line of calculation. 
One of theso telescopes— tho one at 
the right hand— is movable only with 
tho frame, of which both form a part. 
This is first sighted on the object, and 
the framo is made fast, the first step 
being thus completed. The other tel- 
escope is adjustable further on a pivot 
of its own, and by means of a small 
Bmall wheel is turned to the right 
a igle of convergence with its compan- 
ion — that is to say, until it too covers 
the object. Now, having the base line 
and the angel of convergence, any sur- 
veyor could, of course, calculate the 
distance. But in General Berdan's 
instrument the wheel which adjusts 
the second telescope is marked off in 
metres, centimetres, and milometres, 
is covered by a little hand or pointer, 
and when the object is brought within 
the focus the pointer indicates exactly 
the distance. This ia absolutely all there 
is of it. In two minutes the instru- 
ment can be unlimbered, put into 
readiness, and a distance found, in less 
time therefoie than a gun or battery is 
made ready. Then the two ends are 
closed, the body Bwung around into its 
place, the horse put into the shafts, 
the driver and operator mount the 
box, and away they dash to some other 
point.

tonnage of 15,553,888 tons. In these 
figures only seagoing vessels are includ- 
ed.

Egypt Mortgaged to England. -Egypt 
is undergoing a species of Anglificattou 
Tbo chief offices iu tho Cabinet, be- 
neath the rank of Minister, aro in tho 
hands of E lglishmsn, who aro ail 
liberally, I may say, munificently paid. 
The Postmaster-General is au English- 
man with a salary of .£2,000 a year, 
his nephew, who acts as deputy, gets 
£1,000 a year, and another Englishman, 
£800. Tho director of tho railway system 
is au Englishman, with tho hundsoino 
salary of .£3,000; tho vice director, a 
fellow countryman, gets £2,000. It is 
estimated that the total of salaries 
payed to English employees of the 
Khedive, is about $500,000 and tho cry 
is still they come. Hardly a steamer 
arrives hero that does not bring capable 
Englishmen sent for by tho Khedive, 
or in quest of employment as ougineerB, 
architects, naval or military men. aud 
organizers of some branch or other of 
the public service. Tho important af 
fairs of tho country, the Khedive finds, 
cannot be safely intrusted to tho na 
tives.lacking as they aro in intelligence, 
honesty , and industrial habits. Egypt 
is, as it were, mortgaged to British 
capitalists, and tbo Khedive seems dis 
posed to allow them to manage an 
estate of which ho is now little else 
than a trustee. Iu the general break 
up that threatens to take placo in the 
Turkish Empire, Egypt will naturally 
fall to England as her portion of the 
spoils.-Philadelphia Bress.
